THY DRINK FRENZY, 

Immense excitement was created in Welling. 
ton Street last night by an American citizen, 
who, having drunk himself into a state of 
furious frenzy, was rushing about, armed with 

.& bowie knife, with the evident intention of 
slaying whosoever crossed his path, His run 
amuck started in Jervois Street, in which 
' ‘thoroughfare he succeeded in stabbing a 
passing Chinaman in the arm, Turning into

Con- 
stable” Rutledge, with great presence of mind, 
struck the man on the arm, partially disabling 
him, and the police officers were able to rush 
in, secure, and disarm the madman, He fought, 
tooth and nail, and it was not without consider 
able diffculty that he was conducted to the 
Station.

THE RAND MINES, | 


Whilst labour difficulties have a great deal 
to do with the present uncertainty and depres- 
sion existing in South Africa it does not follow 
that an adequate ‘labour supply is the only 
thing that is needed to place the country and 
the mines upon the same footing that they oc: 
cupied before the war, Just now complaints 
are heard from every quarter, Every industry 
and business has suffered, anda lack of con- 
fidence is displayed wherever speculation is, 


concerned. Of course the predominating factor'| 


in the financial question is the output of the 
mines. Whereas before-the ‘war the: rate of 
gold production was something like twenty 
millions -sterling per annum, the output is 
‘now only about fourteen millions, This is 
directly traceable to lack of labours,» and, 
until the labour question is solved one cannot 
expect that the full number of stamps will be 
put into operation. But another very important 
factor in the present. situation is the lack of 
money due to unwise speculation after the war. 
When Government opened up the task ‘of 
settling the country huge profits were made 
The dealer was induced by his, successes to 
think that it was only necessary to launch out 
with his capital to gather in large and speedy 
returns; the builder was Jed to think that hoe 
needed but to build to secure heavy rentals,. 
and speculation building and buying became 
for the time being a mad rush, Now we are 
witnessing the reaction. The builder. finds 
himself with his tenements upon his hands; if 
they are tenanted his tenants cannotafford to pay; 
because they are suffering worse'han he from 
the depression; he cannot obtain new tenants 
and for the time being his venture is Proving a, 
worthless speculation. Qn the other hand the 
dealer is overstocked. Buyars have bought 
up to their limit, and the tradesman's prafit is 
locked up in his warehouse, To make matters 
worse for him Government is unloading its 
surplus stores, Every class of military stores, 
from hardware to groceries, is being . poured 
into the marked and the buying public 
either have not the wherewithal to buy, or 
they possess all they need for the times being. 
Such a state of affair, was althostinevitable 
in view of the course adopted’ after’ the war, 
Government. based its. financial measures on 
estimates of receipts which. were much beyond’ 
the mark; and though the capital with its ‘pro: 
ductive capacity” is still represented in plant’ 
and in stuck in’ the present crisis.it goes for 
nothing . However one is léd-to: believe by
